YorouamMa, Oct. 27.—The Japanese have 
gained a decisive victory at Kiruen over 
17,000 Chinese. The enemy fied toward An- 
tung. The Japanese captured a quantity of 
provisions. The Chinese lost 200 killed, a 
numder were wounded and many prisoners 
were taken. 

‘The Chinese made a desperate defense and 

the fighting was very severe. The Chinese 
are reported to have numbered 20,000 men. 

Another dispatch repeats the assertion 
Frequently made that the second Japanese 
army has landed on the east coast of the 
Peninsula of Kin Chow. upon which Port 
Arthur is situated. The Japatfese army, ac- 
cording to these dispatches, now oceupy the 
neck of the peninsula, thus cattiag off com- 
munication between the port and arsenal 
and the main land. 


NAVAL BATTLE EXPECTED. 

Lowpor, Oct. 27.—The correspondent of the 
Pall Mall Gazetia at Chefoo cables that the 
fieets of China and Japan are nos off the 
port and that a battle is expected shortly. 

It is decidedly announced to-day that China 
is negotiating in London for a loan of £1,600,- 

000. It will be a 7 per cent loan and tne issue 
price is expected te be 98.

What a Returning Missionary Says of 
the War iu the Orient. 


San FRanNcisco, Cal., Oct. 27.—The Rev. G. 
Voegling, a missionary of the German Evan- 
gelical Churchin China for five years, has 
arrived here. In an interview with the 
Post-DisPaTcs correspondent he said: 

**] saw the Chinese troops under Gen. Tso 
at Swatow, and they were very ragged, Mest 
of them were opium-eaters. Each carried—

OTHERS SAVED THEMSELVES BY Jun. 
ING FROM THE WINDOWS. 


A Babe Drepped From a Windew by Its 
Mether and . Caught by an 06. 


Beattie, Wash., Oct. 27.—A fire which re- 
sulted certainly in twelve deaths and the 
injury of three more broke out in the West 
Street Hotel, at Columbia and West street, 
about 1 o’clock this morning. At s a. m. all 
the dead were burned beyond recognition, 
and the Coroner decided to allow the bodies 
to remain where they were in hopes that the 
proprieter could identify them by the loca- 
tion of the remains, the hotel register being 
saved. 

The flames broke out so suddenly aad so 
fiercely that the occupants were taken by 
surprise and there was a wild panic, men 
and women jumping from the window in ail 
manner of attire. 

A sharp explosion was beard in the kitchen 
in the rear part of the second by story 8. F. 
Butler, a son of the proprietor, and immedi- 
ately the flames began to spread rapidly 
through tkedry inner timber of the corru- 
gated iron buliding, whick is one of a range 
of two-story structures owned by J. X. 
Coleman on the east side of West street. But- 
ler raiseda cry of fre, which aroused the 
guests with whomthe house was crowded 
and a rush for life followed. It was not any 
too soon, for the flames were rushing 
through the long narrow halls like invading 
soldie 

In the meaptime Officer FT. E. Bryant had 
discovered the Games and turned in an 
alarm which brought the fre department to 
the scene. Then he turned his attention to 
saving the terrified people who peered from 


every Window with the flames fast creeping 


up Dehind them. He found Mrs. Susie Allen 
and her 2-year-old child at a window on the 
West street side, the woman crying for some 
one to save the child, 

Drop the child!’’ shouted the officer. She 
did so, and he caught it safely in his arms. 
Depositing it on the ground, he sruatcheda 
plank and set it against a window. The 
woman slid down it and suffered no further 
injury than a few scratches. 

W. F. Butler, proprietor of the hotel, was 
in bed when the fre was discovered and 
escaped in scanty attire. His son, 8. F. But- 
ler, Was olght clerk. He saysthe fire un- 
doubtedly originated from a kerosene lamp 
in the Kitchen, which was located on the 
upper floor near the rear wall. The flames

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 27.—There is just 
ones man in Washington who knows tue 
President’s intentions in regard to the New 
York campaign, and his name is Grover 
Cleveland. There is one other man who 
might be expected to have some information 
on the subject, and his name is Daniel 
Lamont, but he professes to be densely igno- 
rant. 

The President's failure to register in New 
York has revived the story current some 


months ago that he would aot again take up 


his residence in New York at the endof his 
term. When this story was first printed it 
was said by close friends of the President 
that he had never intimated that he had any 
such intention, It has been understood all 
along that when his term expires he ‘will re- 
sume his law business in New York Oity. 

Mr. Cleveland was shy of the Demotratic 
leaders while passing through New York, 
and from all acsoants ke has kept the mem- 
hers of his Cabinet in the dark as to his views 
and intentions, The first Cabinet meeting in 
months was held yesterday, and every mem- 
ber wentto the White House believing that 
the President would at least take the mem- 
bers of his officia! family into his confidence. 
But he did not. He showed a remarkable in- 
terestin the Indian Territory troubles, ne 
chaffed about Thurber’s account of the tree- 
chopping incident at Buzgzard’s Bay, talked 
a bout the fish he had caught, aad discussed 
other equally trifling subjects, but aot a 
word did he sey about New York. 

Secretary Smith, who went down to 
Georgia to help reduce the Democratic 
majority. expected to receive some thanks 
for his splendid campaign work, but the 
President sald nothiag about Georgia. 

The members lingered atthe White House 
after the meeting to catch some suggestion 
or bint from the President, but he hurried 
of with Thurber to look over some mail. 

Senator Faulkner went over to the Execa- 
tive Mansion in the morning to talk over the 
New York situation with the President, but 
asthe Cabinet was about to meet, he came 
away without seeing him. He will probably 
try again soon. 

Mr. Cleveland 's failure to register in New 
York has discouraged the Democratic lead- 

ers more than any of the rainbow chasing 
predictions of the Republicans. What Mr. 
Faulkner wants to know is whether the 
President intends to say anything about the 
New York fight. The Senator has insistea 
from the outset that a letter indorsing the 
regular ticket would infuse new life into the 
fight in every Congressional district in the 
country. 

Senator Carlisle wants to make a speeck in 
New York next week, but he was unpre 
ared to say definitely to-day that he would 
o so. But he has Dought a new suit of 
clothes and itcan beassumed that he will 
wear them in New York next week.

The Action a Complete Surprise to the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture—An Investigation Will Be 
Made and a Protest Bntered—DPab- 
nes Telegram. 


HamBuRG, Oct. 27.—The Senate to- day pub- 
lished a decree prohibiting the importation 
of American live cattle and fresh beef on the

No doubt 
is felt here that these alleged cases 
will tarn out to de founded on a mistaken 
diagnosis, foriftheréis any cattle disease 
that the German veterinarians kaow littie 
about they will Know that Texas fever is a 
disease of the climate, and is mot conta- 
gious. If the departmental examination, as 
expected, results in disproving the existence 
of the cases complained of the United States 
Governmert will enter a protest against 
the action of Germany, and seek to make it 
clear that the reason assigned for the de- 
struction of the American meat trade is dis- 
ingenuously stated, which fact is net ex- 
—.— to lufluenee Congress very favorably 
oward the rectification of the sugar sched- 
ules of the tariff act, sought so urgently by 
the German Government, Te-day the fol- 
lowing telegram was sent to the Secretary 
of State: 
Referring to your eommanication in regard to tha

rmany, piease represent to the Americas Am- 
bassador that the Texas fever is not communicated 
by diseased cattie, so that evenjif the reported dis- 
eovery of this disease be true there is no danger te 
German ¢attic.

f THE GROWTH OF SOCIALISM. 

from this fantasy to the complex 
social reforms which are advanced by the 
different branches of Socialists we shall be 
able to see—as Dr. Richard T. Ely has recent- 
ly pointed out in his book on Socialism—that 
there isa wide distinction in the efforts of 

1 ge reformer and those of the 
idealist who has a patient panacea for all 
the ls of lite. 

Socialism, as @ modern indastrial and 
political factor, has as many faces as theol- 
og it it gains ground at all~and statistics, 
no less than literature, unanswerahly de- 
clare that it is spreading at an amazing rate 
—it is not along a straight highway, but 
through devious and crossing psths, subject 
tothe law of progress that determines all 
1 by stress and antagonism and col 

sion. 

But itis possible underalithe turmoil of 
ideas andthe confusion of efforts, marked 
asthey very often are by fanaticism and 
violence, to see some common principles un- 
deriyiag the whole movement. 

Socialism in the best meaning of the word 
everywhere means a system of tndustrial 
society which oy 8 the abolition of pri- 
pate property in the great material instru- 
ments 1 

The ra economic socialism ts a system 
of esonomic social order opposed to the 
present order. it demands that land and 
ea pital should not be as at present, mostly 
the private property of single members of 
the socia! bod „ but should de the collective 
property of society itself. (Prof. Wagner). 

Tue idea here enunciated is at the bottom 
of all theoretical and operative modern So- 
cialism, and is aimed directly at what ts 
called the competitive system of labor, in 
— the whole energy of the individual is 
expended in **beating his asighbor and bet- 
tering himself’’ with no thought of the ten- 
eral good. 

To suppose that this idea, which is essen- 
tially an ethical idea, ha: its genesis and 
wor itself out into organised efforts in 
the class of wage-earners is a great mistake. 
It received its formative impress in Germany 
from such menas Marx and Lasalle, who 
were farremoved ty birth and training from 
the wage-earning class; and the initial move- 
ment in Engiand came from Robert Owen. 

Liebnecht and Bebel, in Germany, are to- 
day the leaders of political socialism; one is 
a university student and the other a prosper- 
ous manufacturer. 

Whatever is fundamentaland ethical in 
socialism is the result of a clear intellectual 
apprehension of thefutility, the seifishness 
and the waste of a system in which every in- 
dividual is igfiting for himself and taking no 
heed of his Drother. 

It does not disturb this basis to recognize 
the fatuity and violence of extremists, or to 
note the exaggerated forms in which that 
idea expresses itself among rude and un- 
scrupulous men. It isa waste of time to 
enumerate and study the camp-followers in 
any great army. 

IM GERMANY AED FRANOB. 
focialism in Germany decame a political 
movement Before the formation of the em- 
pire, and at the first election thereafter it 
cast 125,000 votes. In 1877 it cast 600,000. In 


1890 it cast nearly 1,500,000 votes, and in 1898, 
1,800,000 votes, electing forty-four members 
of Parliament. 

In France the growth of Socialism has 
been equally staftliing. In 1889 the Socialists 
cast only 91,000 votes out of a total of 6,847,- 
000, or 1.30 per cent, Two years later they 
east 649,000 out of a total of 6,275,000, or 
nearly 9 per cent. In 1608 they astonished 
France by electing fifty deputies. 

Dr. Ely points out with great eare that the 
movement both in Germany and France is 
quite distinct from the propaganda ot vio- 
lent reconstruction in Russia, and calls 
attention to the change of sentiment that has 
taken place in France and England with re- 

rd to the body of Soelalists. There tor 

he yal Commission on Labor’s Foreign 
Reports, published tn London, 1898, uses the 
following significant words: 

Whatever, may have been the meanin 
originally attached in France tothe wor 
socialism, and whatever may be the precise 
body of doc.rine te which it may be applied 
at the present time, itis certain that it has 
lost part of the significance of something vio 
lent ‘aad offensive that it had formerly. All

SOCIALISM IN AMERICA. 
Turning from Europe to the United States, 
itis imteresting to note how this movement 
has been defected in meeting with the dis- 


tinctly American spirit. The Socialistic 
Labor party was planted here by Germans in 
the 708, and entered into political life. But 
its influence was insignificant. It was not 
until a recent date that the ethical idea at 
the bottom of is was taken up by the Ameri.

FAILURE OF VOTERS TO TRANSFER HAS 
| CAUSED MOST OF TRE TROUBLE. 


Fourteenth Ward Republicans Cendemn 
Revisor Sohlierhols — Arramgements 
tor the Young Democracy Meeting at 
Uhrig’s Cave Hall—Loesl Political 
News. 


As @ result of the agitat ion for the rein- 
statement of Fourteenth Ward Republicans 
who have been stricken off the registration 
lists, about 100 men, claiming te be victims 
of political malice, appeared at the Recorder 
of Voters’ office late Friday afternoon, They 
were headed by the Republican committee- 
man, L. A. Phillips, and they demanded re- 
instatement on various grounds. Chief 
Depsty Recorder. John Faudi, Jr., ex- 
amined them separately, and when he 
had gone through the list eight men 
were foundto be entitled to reinstatement. 
In some cases the wrong number had been 
given at the time of transfer; in others the 
applicant had moved to an adjoining house 
and did not think it necessary to seeure 
transfer, and again the publication of the 
applicant as having been stricken from the 
rolis wasa mistake. If a removal had taken 
place and transfer had been neglected there 
was no remedy; but whenever the city au- 
thorities had changed the bouse number, or 
publication nad been erroneously 
made the error was always corrected.) 

Chief Deputy Faudi estimates that the 
number of reinstatements will not exceed 
1,000, though five times that number of peo- 
pie have applied for reinstatement in the 
last ten days. James M. Loring, a proml- 
nent working Democrat, with his two sons, 
were stricken off the lists because they 
moved and did not loo after their own trans- 
fer. In their case there was absolately no 
remedy; nor is there any help for 
people who gave the wrong number 
in transferring. In a great many cases 
the applicant stubbornly denies having com- 
mitted any error, but the book of original 
entry being consulted, he would subside and 
retire, looking very sheepish. 

Mistakes in publication oecurredin this 
way: The Board of Revision was assembled 
at noon on Oct. 16, and all registration then 
made was placed in their hands for distribu- 
tion to the ward canvassers. But regttra- 
tion and transfer did not close in the 
Recorder’s office until 9 o’clock on the 
night of the 16th. In the twenty or twenty- 
five hours of registration between 
the receipt of the registration cards by the 


Board of Revision and the close of registra- 
tion In the Recorder’s office fully 10,000 per- 


time represented a previous removal. ‘ihe 
Canhvasser employed by the Board of Revi- 
sion carried the old card of the voter, and of 
course found that he had moved, and s0 re- 
ported tothe board. Meanwhile the voter 
had himeelf attended to his transfer, 
and haa been properly 

tered from his. new nember. 

the old card came back marked ‘‘not resid- 
ing there, and of course the vote was 
stricken off and advertised as not living at 
that number, though his registration was 
properly entered down stairs. Hundreds of 
Cases in which protests were entered belong 
in this class, and the publication means sim- 
ply that the old number was stricker out.

It is 
understood that John Henry Poblman 
has been induced to get in Une, and that 
ne will make his formal appeal for the 
eee in South St. Louis during the coming 
week.
